I duly received your letter of the 
ith instant and I do not wish to let the year pass out without 
ansvering it. 

I have had a conversation with the President regarding the 
possibility of your accepting the position of Dean of the 
Maculty of Applied Science. In discussing it with other mombers 
of the Soard we have never presumed that you would give up your 
professional business, but we have hoped that a satisfactory 
division of the dsy could be made and I now write to say that I 
am sincerely glad that you are entertaining the idea. “hen we 
look forward to the future of Canada, and especially to the 
struggle which will be made for supremacy in trade we cannot 
doubt the tremendous importance of proper leadership in the 
Depertment of Applied Science. At the moment I am urging on 
the Ontario Government the establishment of a bureau, without la- 
boratories, but with a chief who will be able to listen to the 
applications of manufacturers for assistance in working out 
problems in physics, chemistry, metallurgy, electricity, etc.

worked out to a conclusion in the laboratories at present. in 
the pessession of the University of Toronto, and if these be 
insufficient, creating, through the medium of the University 
of Toronte, further laboratory facilities,
